This phase of 
the ii«ht (rniii > out of I In t harKes 
made again t Axton and olcridetli. 
two t'X-iiieiubci's of the revciiut- «■ 
vice, who were witnesses against 
Ci'iiiiihaujrh in the recent investijfa- 
tion, and whose characters were im- 
peached by Heveiuie Agent Wagner 
iu his report. The investigation of 
the former charges against Collector 
Crumbaugh was not satisfactory to 
anybody. While it is not said that 
his office is not well conducted, he 
was accused of prostituting his offi- 
cial power to advance his political 
ambition, and of rewarding revenue 
offloeri who aided him and punish- 
ing those who did riot by withhold- 
ing alignments to duty. Axton and 
atereditn were among tooee pulshcd 
ami they Hied the d bargee. When 
Rerenne jVgcnt Wagner came to iu- 
vcstigale the charges in- maile ;i star- 
ebambar afl'air of It, refusing to let 
the testimony lie given openly, refu- 
sing to allow cross-cxaminations,aud 
really hushing the matter up so suc- 
ccstfullv that the facts iu tho case 
were never beard. His reflection 
upon the i-haracters of Axton and 
Meredith, it is supposcil, is al the 
bottom of the present movement. 

The charge against Maj. t'ruin- 
baugli of violating the United Stales 
pottal law is the most gcrious one in 
the lot. It is bnsed upon the rule 
prohibiting Dulled States officiuls 
from using the official stamped en- 
velope* for anything except official 
business under severe penalties. The 
ground for the charge is stated to be 
that Maj. Cruinbaugh used a num- 
ber of official envelopes for lii- pri- 
vate and personal correspondence j 
that tbe»e envelopes and inclosmcs 
are in possession of the person to 
whom they were addressed, and will 
lie used to prove the charge. It is 
understood that tie warrants w ill he 
executed at once upon Maj. Cruui- 
baugh, and that the examination be- 
fore the Commissioner will take piece 
this week.

The Fifty-fourth Virginia regi- 
ment was encamped near by and 
some of the men enmcdown to have 
a look at the "Yanks." 

"Had your coffee?" asked one of a 
blue-coat, stretched disconsolately on 
the bank. 

Not a sup, answered the other. 

Alht yon had any rations to-night? 

Only a crumb or two from the bot- 
tom of our haversacks. 

This was told to tho boys of the Fif- 
ty-fourth, and old Virginia hospitali- 
ty showed itself at once. The meu 
soon made their appcarcnec with cof- 
fee-kettle, corn bread and bacon, the 

coffee was steaming, the bacon cook- 
ed, the prisoners and captors satdown 
together around the camptire, like 
kinsmen true and brothers tried. 

The hungry, grateful Yankees ate 
with a relish such as no one can ap- 
preciate unless he has been in a like 
situation. 

No wonder there was a warm spot 
iu every heart of the Third Ohio ever 
after the generous Fifty -fourth.. 

Tin- slide iu magic lantern gives 
another of those shifting war-pie- 
tiiij-s. In the distance Ib Mission 
Ridge, which had just been stormed. 
The long line of prisoners passing ov- 
er Uio pontoon bridge and up the sto- 
ny mountain road is the Fifty-fourth 
Virginia. A soldier on duty at Kel- 
ly's F'erry asked iudifl'crcnt'y of one 
of the prisoners, as the regitucut pass- 
ed.

Special Corroepondence. 

Santa Ff, N. M., Sept. 23, 1883. 
The ride from Las Vegas to Santa 
Fe, only 83 miles, is rather monoto- 
nous, the country presenting about 
the same aspect and characteristics 
as that already spoken of. There are 
a few points of interest on the route. 
Sail Miguel, 35 miles from Las Vegas, 
isu fair sample of many towns to be 
found in a new country where mush- 
room growth for a few years, the re- 
sult of an untuhatantlal boom, gives 
place to stagnation aud dcefy. The 
[dace once had 7,000 inhabitants and 
was quite a business point; to-day it 
has scarcely 1.500 and its business 
prosperity has vanished. The only 
really interesting feature along the 
way is the famous Pecos eathedral,35 
miles out from Santa Fe— one of the 
most famous ruins of the couulry. 
From (he railroad only a passing 
glimpse of lis reel and crumbling 
wall* can be obtained, as it is three 
miles distanl, but the pleasure travcl- 
r will be lutneienUy Interested to 
top and look it over at leisure. It 
s the site at what was once n large 
and populous Aztec village. Tradi- 
tion has it— and here let me say that 
New Mexico is a country of traditions 
— that Montezuma was born at Pecos, 
and that when he went away he told 
his people to keep the sacred fire in 
the cathedral burning until his re- 
turn. But he never came. Warri- 
ors watched the lircs and remained 
on duty for two days and nights 
without food or rest, or, as 6ome say, 
until exhausted or dead; and that 
many who came out alive died soon 
after. The Spanish Mexicaus used 
to believe that the bodies were given 
to an enormous serpent to devour, 

Whatever the cause, the town of 
Pecos declined. Once about the mid- 
dle of the last century, Indians sack- 
ed tho town, but 'many escaped. In 
1837 the tribe was reduced to 45 per- 
sons, of whom but seven were war- 
riors. All this timo they bad kept 
the sacred fire burning, but they could 
lo it no longer, as they were too few, 
and traditioti says that three war- 
riors went into the woods with the 
lire and that Moutczuina himself ap- 
peared and relieved them of it. Then 
they packed their goods and went to 
join their brothers at the Jemez Pue- 
blo, west of the Rio Grande. They 
were of course suu worshippers, aud 
they looked at the rising sun every 
morning expecting to see Montezuma 
return. Near by arc some boulders 
having in them distinct imprints of 
human feet, as plaiu a* If they were 
iu soft clay, and the tradition is that 
these are the prints of Montezuma's 
feet when he left. The cathedral 
was built by the Frauciw-au train iu 
1028. It i* of adobe brick, in the form 
of a cross, and its dimensions are : 
Nave, 100 feet lougby M wide ; chan- 
cel, 18 feet deep and the same width, 
except the rear, which is It feet. 
Thus the total leugth of the 
structure was 118 feet. There is 
nothing in the. ruin now sure some 
odd pieces of pottery. The ruins of 
the old Inwu are yet quite visible. 

os means "blonde, light complec- 
ted ami freckled." The town was 
abandoned, some say, because the 
Coinanchcs attacked it and so re- 
duced it i bat it could uo longer con- 
tinue, but another tradition has it 
that a sacred serpent was kept in the 
council house where the tiro' was 
burning ; that to it was fed every day 
a child, and that reduced tho Pueblo 
family to a point where the few rc- 
maiuing could not hold out alone, 

Perhaps I should have mentioned 
one other point along the route just 
traveled— Berual, about tweuty miles 
from Las Vegas. It is a place of no 
special importance, but near it is 
Berual Peak, from which tho Xavejo 
Indians, fighting on the side of the 
I'ni ted States in the war with Mexi- 
co, made a descent upon the place 
ami, routing the Mexicans,, drove 26 
of them to the top of tho Peak. The 
Indian* numbered about 400, and for 
the Mexicaus to attack them was sure 
death. There was but one wuy up 
the mountain side, and the 26, like 
the famous defendbrs of tho Pass at 
Thermopylae, could defend it ugainst 
any number. The Mexicans would 
not come down, and, as u matter of 
course, would not. let the Indians up j 
so that the Xavajos deliberately set 
themselves down to starve out their 
prisoners. The tradition is that they 
were starved to death, for which rea- 
son a huge rock upon the mountain 
side is called Starvation itock. Two 
crosses on the top of the peak mark 
tho s!«>t. 

But by all odds the oddest as well 
or one of the oldest American towns 
is this city of Santa Fe. Guin ea de 
Baca was tho first European to set 
foot In New Mexico. It was in 1531. 
after serving with Narvaez in Florida 
and wandering westward, that after 
thrilling adventures he reached New 
Mexico. Teu years later the couutry 
was partially explored by an oxpedi- 
liou in search of treasures, and nine 
years alter this the town of Santa I-'c 
was found. This was only 29 yean 
alter the conquest of Mexico by Cor 
tez. Jamestown. Va„ formerly had 
the honor of being tho most ancient 
town in the United States, 
Florida w as annexed St. Augustine 
held that distinction, but bIiico the 
acquisition of Xcw Mexico, St. Au- 
gustine ha* gixeu place to tho city of 
Santa Fa in that Tcrrttnrr. The citi. 



bratcd the three hundred and thirty. 
third anniversary of the founding of 
this quaint old Mexican town, their 
capital, and one-, of the chief features 
of the exhibition was the display of 
historical treasures and relics, in 
which the Territory is very rich. It 
contains tribes of Pueblp Indians liv- 
ing in the same manner as they exist- 
ed when Columbusdisc.ovcred Amer- 
ica. The Pueblo at Taos, a building 
five stories high, stands as it did ceu- 
turies ago. New Mexico olso possess- 
es antiquities of the stone age, and of 
the Spanish conquest. Descendants 
of the ancient Spanish families yet 
Wilde there, and they will lend many 
relict. Relies of the old American 
trappers and scouts also form a part 
of the exhibition. But as this letter 
is already long enough I will reserve 
a description of the town for my next, 
Phono. 



Edible;BirdB' Nests. 

Edible birds' nests arc shipped iu 
large quautitiei from .lava to Chinu 
ind the Eastern islands for food. The 
birds that build them are a species 
of swallow, and they are fouud iu 
lid's, caves and caverns. They are 
(imposed ol a sort of mucilaginous 
substance which the Chinese relish 
with gusto. It is a transparent mass 
like isinglass. inother-ot'-pe,trl or 
while born. The stuff is made by 
ihe bird, who; when you open the 
bill, has large salivary glunds under 
his tongue which supply the materi- 
al. The men who hunt these treats 
are a daring and peculiar set. They 
have u goddess called Loro who is 
worshipped by them, aud a- temple 
at a place called Itongkup, on the 
summit of a tall rock. Xo mortal 
lives here, and none pass by without 
raising their hands iu grave saluta- 
tion. It is death for anyone to cuter 
except the chief of the society of 
nett-pickora, who tills the office of 
priest, The goddess is supposed to 
arise from tlui sea and go into tho 
temple when the season commences, 
aud then u feast is given in her hon- 
or, music and dancing girls being in 
attendance. The nest-gatherers havo 
nothing but a cloth about their loins, 
a knife and a net bag at their side. 
When one goeVto work he takes his 
place on it stage of two cross bars 
fastened to the end of a rope, and is 
let down against the face of the rock. 
He grasps the rope with his left hand, 
and in hi* right has a rod with 
which he holds himself off from the 
rocks. Sometimes he goes down 
several hundred feet amid the roar of 
Hie ocean and hundreds of birds fly- 
ing all around nlm. When he comes 
opposile a safaugnu hole (that's tho 
name of the bird) he makes a signal, 
and the lowering stops. He now 
swings hack and forth until lie gel- 
power enough to enter the hole and 
find a footing on the rock she ha 
noted. If he fails, he is dashed to 
pieces On the rock- below. The man 
generally has a thin curd fastened 
around bis body and to the rope, so 
that he can pull the stage in to him- 
self again. Should Ibis break how- 
ever he has to make a bold leap and 
catch the stage. When be has got 
into the cavern he cuts oil' the nests 

with his knife and places them iu his 
bag, and when it is full he returns 
and his place is supplied by another. 
This business is so exclusive that no 
foreigner has ever been allowed to 
participate in it. Sonic Dutch mer- 
chants once entered a cave, but they 
never came out alive, and the Malays 
have a story that the goddess Loro 
"took them to her bosom." These 
swallows breed four times a year, 
each lime inakiug n new nest. The 
nests are plucked three times, and so 
only one brood is left to the birds. Iu 
the cavern of Karang-Colloug, I 
havo heard it stated, thee were three 
hundred and thir-ty thousand swal- 
lows, and from t Item about live hun- 
dred thousand nests are 
annually taken. The harvest is done 
in July aud August, November and 
December, and the worst ill April 
and May. The nests arc cleaned and 
assorted and packed iu bamboo cases 
of about seventy in a case. They all 
go to China, perhaps a few to Ameri- 
ca and Europe us bnriosities : one _ 
hundred and seventy thousand • 
pounds go to ('anion alone, and 
about fifty bird uestt make a pound. 
Tho first quality of nests cost in the 
cities of China twenty to thirty dol- 
lars n pound." 
"How are they eaten?,' 
"They dissolve the Qttts iu water 
or broth, and spice them highly, us- 
ing them as uu entree. You'll find it u 
dish among all the wealthy Chinese, 
and at all the Royal and State cnicr- 
tainincnts. Why, 'when General 
Grunt made his tour of the world ho 
waa entertained ori them at CaiKon. 
Tilt Chinese ibiuk they arc a great 
stimulant, but sonic German cheniisis 
-ay that they have no stimulating 
qualities, ud are nothing more than 
iho saliva" of the animals, neither 
nourishing nor stimulating, bul au- 
I'ul sticky." — From Interview III Cin- 
cinnati Inquirer.
